ORDER 


In the G. Os. read as first and second papers above ," rules regulating 
the payment of grant- in -aid to Kerala State Jawahar Balbhavan and 
District Level Balbhavans were issued . The Applications for fixing the 

grant-in -aid to these institutions are to be routed through the Director of 
. Public Instruction . But it is often observed that while forwarding the 

applications for grant, the Director of Public Instruction does not examine 
and indicate his specific viewsas to the quantum of grant admissiblc in 
each case with reference to the provisions contained in the grant- in -aid rules. 
Government therefore, direct that henceforth applications for grant-in -aid 
received from the institutions shall be forwarded to Government before the 
end of February of cach financial year after due verification by the Dir. 
cctor of Public Instruction , and he shall invariably indicate his specific 
views as to the admissibility or other wise of the items of expenditure 
incurred by them with reference to the provisions contained in the rules 
and also his recommendation in fixing the recurring grant payable for 
any year, so as to facilitate the issue of orders expeditiously. 

2. Accordingly the following shall be added as rule 5 A to the 
grant- in -aid rules issued as G.O. first paper above. 

* 5 A. The Director of Public Instruction on receipt of the appli 
cation for grant-in - aid will scrutinise the sameas to whether it is in order , 
and if not, get it rectified, and then verify whether the items of expendi 
ture are admissible as provided in the rules, and forward it to Govern . 
ment before the end of February of that financial year, with his specific

2. Amendment to the Rules.- In the Kerala Co-operative Societies 
Rules, 1969, for sub rule ( 1) of rule 189, the following subrule shall be 
substituted , namely :

Due to 
revision of pay scales of the employees of Co-operative Societies, the 
emoluments of employees have been considerably increased , necessitating 
increase in the cealing of Rs. 1,60. The amendment is proposed to 
achieve this object.

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AWARD 
A preliminary order had been passed in this case by my learned 
· predecessor which I extract below : 

" The above industrial dispute was referred for adjudication to this 
court by the Kerala Government by order No. G. O. (Rt) 1123 /77 /LBR 
dated 23-9-1977 under Section 12 (1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act 
of 1947. The dispute is between the Managing Director, FACT Ltd., 
Udyogamandal, Alwaye and the workman of the above concern namely 
A. Jayakumar , D - pot AssistantFACT Ltd., Devi Priya , Ulsavamadam , 
Fort P. O., Trivandrum . 

The issue referred for adjudication is "Dismissal of Sri . 
A. Jayakumar, Depot Assistant . 

Sri. Jayakumar has filed a clain statement in which it is alleged : 
He was appointed as Depot Assistant with effect from 24-12-1970 and 
was originally posted at Kozhencherry . There he worked for about 
5 months. He was then transferred to Kattakkada Depot in Trivandrum 
District in 1971 and from Kattakkada he was transferred to Kazhakkuttom 
in the same year . 

He worked for about 2 months in Kat.akkada and 
for about an year in Kazhakkuttom . From Kazhakkuttom he was 
transferred to Ayoor and after 5 days, he was again transferred to 
Kattakkada in 1972. He worked for about a year in Kattakkada and 
thereafter (i. e . on 10-10-1973) he was transferred to Trivandrum Area 
Office. He worked for about 10 months there and in August 1974 he 
was transferred and posted to Vellore Region . On his reporting at 
Vellore Region he was transferred to Kancheepuram Central Depot as 
per an order dated 19-11-1974 . He jointed there the next day . In the 
Kancheepuram Depot he found it very difficult to continue and he explained 
his difficulties to the Joint Marketing Manager by a representation dated 
12-12-1974 and applied for leave from 16-12-1974 to 21-12-1974 and 
subsequently he requested for extension of leave on unavoidable grounds . 
But the Regional Manager, Vellore and the Arra Manager, Kerala as per 
charge-sheets dated 31-1-1975 and 10-4-1975 respectively called for 
explanation for his absence . He submitted his explanations denying the 
charges. Without accepting the explanation the Regional Manager, 
Madurai conducted an enquiry and on the basis of his enquiry report 
he was dismissed by order dated 14-1-1976 . The order of dismissal is 
void , illegal and unjustified on the following grou.ds. 

No opportunity was given to Sri. Jayakumar to explain as to why the 
circumstances relied on in the dismissal order should not taken into 
account. The fiudings entcred by the Enquiry Officer were without 
basis . 1 here was no proper enquiry conducted in accordance with the 
principles of natural justice . Sci. Jayakumar was not given sufficient 
opporiunity to defend himself at the enquiry . He was not given previous 
intimation as to the witnesses to be examined for the management . 
He was also not given any opportunity to examine his witnesses , 
The enquiry Officer was prejudiced and he was not

The 


Sri Jayakumi by Oficers who were incompetent to do so under 
the Standing Orders of the Company. The order of dismissal was passe 1 
by an Officer who was incumpeient to pass such an order . Irrelevant 
considerations have cript in in entering the findings. Sci. Jayakumar had . 
submitted leaveapplications and he was never inform :d that the leave 
applied for by him was not sanctioned . As the.Icave requested for was 
not rej :cted , it h33 to be presund that the leave was sanctioned . Even 
assuming that the charge of absence has been proved, the paaishm :at 
of dismissal is too hirsh and disproportion ite to ihe chargez levelled 
against him . Sri Jayakimir hai a clean record of survice and he had 
never bee. punished before, though he had more than 5 years of service . 
He is a young man deserving sympathy and kindness. Hence an a vard 
has to be passed for his reinstatement in service with full back wages and 
other benefits . 

The opposite party has filed a counter contending : Sri Jayakumar 
was appointed as a Depot Assistant on 24-12-1970 . On getting information 
of his transfer from Trivandrum to Vellore Region with effect from 1st 
September 1974 , he went on unauthorised leave from 30th August onwards 
extending for about 32 days. Finally he reported back for duty on 3rd 
October 1974 , received the relieving order on the same day and reported 
at Vellore Regional Office on 10th Otcober 1974. Then he went on leave 
from 11th October to 18th October 1974. He requested for extenison of leave 
upto 16th October 1974 on medical grounds. Then he was informed that his 
request for extension of leave was not sanctioned . However, he did not report 
back for duty , but joined duty only on 18th November at the Regional 
Office , Vellore . Then he was posted to Kancheepuram Central Depot to 
be in -charge of the depot . But he again went on leave from 25th 
November 1974 and rejoined duty only on 6th December and assumed 
charge of the Depot on 11-12-1974 . He handed over his charge on 
16-12-1974 to the Depot Attendar and left the place on the same afternoon 
unauthorisedly . Thereafter he did not report back for duty inspite of the 
absence notices served on him . So he was charge- sheeted on 31-1-1975 
by the Regional Manager, Vellore under sub clauses ( e ) and (u ) of clause 
24 (iv ) of the Certified Standing Orders of the Company applicable to hin 
for the misconduct of absenting himself frequently from duty ever since he 
joined duty at Vellore. Another charge-shet dated 10-4-1975 was issued 
to him by the Area Manager, Kerala , for his unauthorised absen c : fron 
werk in Kerala Area from 31-8-1974 10 2-10-1974 under sub -clause it iv ), 
(e), (o) and (y) of the Cer ified Standing Oriers of the Company : Pursuant 
to the charge-sheets, two domest c enquiries were held in accordance with 
the principles of natural justice by the Regional Manager, Ma urai. In 
th -sc enquiries, Sri. A. Jayakumar was given full, free and fair opurtunity 
to cross - examine the witnesses examined for the management and to produce 
whatever evidence he desired to adduce in support of his def noc. la the 
domes ic enquiry he was found guilty . Taking into consider aliin the gravity 
of the misconducts p oved against himn and the facts and cir umstances of ths 
case, he was dismissed from scrvice by ordur dated 14-1.1976 . There are 


NO grounds whatever to interfere 

with the dismissal as it was fully in 
accordance with th : provisions of law . His past records of service were also 
Dut clear. He h d been given warnings for the same type of misconduct 
earlier also . In view of the position of trust and confidence he occupied in 
the company as Dept Assistant in charge of stocks worth lakhs of rupees and 
the nature of the misconducts committed by him , the minisement has als ) 
lost confidence in hin . When Sri. Jayaku nar was appointed as Depot 
Assistant on 2H- 12-1970 and postelat Kozhencherry Depot he repeatedly 
requested for tr.insfer to his native place in Trivaudrun . It was hence , 
when a temprary vacancy arose at Kattakkada depot, Trivandrum , ha 
was posted there for 2 months. When a vacnancy aroic at Kazhakkuttom , 
he was transferred and he worked there for one year . Then due to exigencics 
of work , he was transferred to Ayoor . He reqeste 1 for retransfer to a depot 
near Trivandrum . Thus he was transferred back to Kattakkada in 1912 . 
After an your there, he was trasferred to Trivandrum city itself. Thus the 
ma agement was giving posting to hin in and around Trivandrum , his 
ho:ne town, whenever possible . The policy of the management is that in 
the Marketing Division , an employee after completion of 3 years in Kerala 
has to be transterred to an office outside Kerala . This policy has been 
adopted because of the fact that most of the employees of the company are 
from Kerala . It wa for that reason after 3 years of service in Kerala 
Sri. Jayakumar was transferred to Vellore Region in August 1974. At the 
enquiry the charges levelled against Sri. Jayakumar were clearly proved . 
All the allegations against the propriety of the enquiry and the enquiry 
officer are bascless . The past record of service of Sri Jayakumar was also 
not satisfactory and that had also to be considered by the Management while 
considering the punishment to be awarded to Sri. Jayakumar. After his 
dismissal, Sri. Jayakumar filed an appeal before the Managing Director, 
who considered all the points raised by hi n and dismissed the appeal by 
order dated 27th September 1976. Disciplinary action was taken by officers 
who were competent as iher had delegated powers. Likewiss his dismissal 
order was issued by the Joint Marketing Manager, whɔ hus been delegated 
wi h the powers of theMarketing Mariager who is competent to dismiss any 
employee wo king in the Marketing Division . Ualess prior sanction is 
obta ned , Sri Jayakumar couldn t go on leave especially when holding 
the c arge ut a depot. Unless leave is sanction - d , it can :10t be deemed that 
his leive applicacion was allowed . The puni hm -nt of uismissal was fully 
justici d in the circums a: ces of the case. The past record of Sci Jayakumar 
was not satisfactory . H : was cha gc-sheeted 0:2 10-6-1971 for dis beying 
thr itutructions of his sup :riors an also for abs- nting wi.hot leave from 
5-6-1971. He was also waried for unsuchorixe i absence by Mim ) dated 
2. l- 1972 . A perusal of his attea la le records will show hu h : was a 
habitual abseite :. So it is : 10t a che deserving sympathy 2: 1d /or ki:ada » . 
CO 2:1 award has to be paid upholding the dis n ssal of Sri. A. Jayaku nar. 

Sri A. Jayaku nar has filed a replicatio: traversing the costeations in 
11.e written staterne.it and reiterating his claims, 


The only point for consideration at this stage of the case is whether 
the domestic enquiries conducted against Jayakumar were proper of 
defective . 

For considering that question the enquiry records, were marked as 
Ext. MI series and M2series; copy of the Standing Orders was marked as 
Ext.M3. Exts . WI and W2 enquiry notices were marked by consent . 

Now I shall consider the propriety of the enquiries conducted against 
Sri Jayakumar . As disclosed by Ext, MI series and Ext. M2 series, the 
charges against Sri . Jayakuinar were unauthorised absence . But in Ext. 
Mi scries, the charge is not specific in the sense that the period during 
which he was so absent has not been mentioned . Further, in both the 
eaquiries , Sri Jayakumar was not previously informed of the witnesses to 
be examined for the Management. These are sufficient to put an undc. 
fended worker out of guard and hence it cannot be said that principles 
of natural justice have not been violated in conducting the enquiria . 
That apart, it is the case of the worker that disciplinary proceedings were 
started against him and dismissal order was issued to him by incompetent 
persons. To this case in the claim statement, the answer in the written 
statement is that they had delegated powers. But no record of delegation 
of power has been produced . It is seen from the statement of management 
witness in Ext. M2 series that Sri Jayakumar sent telegrams for extention of 
leave from time to time. But none of the telegrams is seen in the file, 
calling for an adverse inference of suppression of material evidence by tho 
management. Likewise in Ext. MI series, none of the leave applications 
of Sri Jayakumar is seen eventhough the charge therein is not specifically 
mentioned for a specific period . Then again , under Clause 16 (a) and (b ) 
of Ext. M3 Standing Orders, orders on leave applications have to be issued 
within a specified time and in case of extension of leave the management 
is expected to send a written reply to the workman either granting or 
refusing the leave . The management has no case that these formalities 
were complied with . The non -production of any of the leave applications 
of Sri Jayakumar also warrants an adverse inference against the manage 
ment. In view of the main infirmiries pointed out by me, I cannot hold 
that the enquiries conducted against Sri Jayakumar were proper and 
not defective. 

The learned counsel for the management, at the time of arguments, 
requested m : to give them another opportunity to prove before this Court 
the misconduct alleged against Sri Jayakumar in case the domestic enquiries 
are found vitiated . 

I have already found that the enquiries were not propor, but defective . 
The case will therefore be posted allowing the manag,ment another oppor. 
tunity to prove b :fore this court the charges against Sri Jayakumar and in 
that case Sri. Jayakumar will be allowed to adduce ev.dence contra " . 

Pursua:ut to the abov : order, the management examined to witnesse 
and the workinan was exa nind on his behalt and Ext . M5 10 M 14 were 
Darked . The points for decision are: 
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(1) Whether the order of dismissal of the workman is liable to 

be set aside; and 
(2) If so, to what relief is the workman entitled? 
Point No.1:-Tuo contentions are raised on behalf of the workman . The 
first is that the impugncd order is_bad in law because the order was 
passed by an incompetent person . Toe other point urged is that none of 
the charges against the workman has been made out. 

I will dispose of the first contention first. The order of dismissal 
Ext. M4was passed by the Joint Marketing Manager of the management. 
Ext . M3 is the book of Standing Orders of the Company. Under Standing 
Order No. 25 (d ) the power to impose punishment on an employee is 
vested with the management. The term Management is defined in Order . 
No. 1 (b ) ( iii ) as the person or persons appointed in that behalf by the 
Managing Agents M /s Seshasayee Brothers ( Travancore) Limited . 
Admittedly the Managing Agency system is not in existance now and the 
Company is evidently managed by a Board of Directors. There is a 
Managing Director also for the Company. But the above definition has 
not boenamended . Even assuming that the term Management now 
means the Board or Directors or the Managing Director in the present 
set up the order in question is not one passed either by the Board or the 
Managing Director . The management has produced Ext. M14, a copy of 
the proceedings dated 28-8-1968 of the Managing Director as per which 
the power to take disciplinary action against officers upto a specified rank 
is delegated to the Joint Marketing Manager . The proceedings refer to a 
resolution of 3rd August 1960. The resolution is not produced . Even if 
there is a resolution of the Board of Directors sanctioning such delegation 
10 long as the delegation is not incorporated in the Standing Orders which 
constitute the service rules of the Company , the action of the Joint Market 
ing Manager cannot be sustained . The decision in Steel Authority of India 
V. Presiding Officer , Labour Court and Another reported in 1980 (3) 
Supreme Court Page 734 supports the view I am taking . The order of 
dismissal in this case has therelure to be set aside on this ground alonc. 

However, I will consider also how far the charges against the workman 
have been proved . There are two sets of charges against the workman 
and separate enquiries regarding them . The cha: ges are bas :d on alleged 
unauthorised absence from duty . Ext. M2 series in the enquiry file 
scla ing to the alleged absence fom 31-8-1974 to 2-10-1974 in Trivandrum 
arca and Ext. Mi series is the fie relating to alleged absence alter the 
workinan s transler to Vellore arca . I will first deal with the charges 
dealt with -in Ext.M2 file as they relate to the earlier of the two perio: Is. 
The allegation is that the workman unautl oriseаly absented linself f.om 
duty from 31-8-1974 to 2-10-1974 , that he thereby caused serious dislocation 
and damage to the Con pany and that h : has thereby violated Standing 
Order No. 24 (iv ). (e), (o ) and (y ) which are extracted below : 24 Disci. 
plinary Action or Miscoiduci: v The following actsand omissions shall 
be treated as miscouduct: (c ) Habitual absence without leave or absence 
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without leave for more than 3 days. (o ). Pursuance of a conduct against 
the interest of the Company . (y) Breach of any of the provisions prescrined 
to be complied with by a workman by the Sianding Orders" . The fact 
of abs :nce is admitted by the workman who contends that he had applied 
for leave for the above period but that no order refusing leave had been 
communicated to him . From the evidence ofM. W. 1 and M. W. 2 it 
would appear that the workman had submitted leave applications for the 
above period . M.W. 2 who was his superior officer at that time states 
that he had rejected them and that this fact had been intimated to the 
workman . Neither the leave application nor the office copy of the inti 
mation stated to have been sent to the workman is produced . The work . 
man states that he did not get any such intimation . There is no evidence 
to prove that orders on the leave applications were passed within three 
days. However the workman cannot take advantage of these lapses even if 
they exist because Standing Order 16 (a) lays down that leave of any 
nature shall bç availed of only with previous permission . There is no 
acceptable evidence to show that the workman obtained permission before 
actually absenting himself . Hence his absence during the above period 
has to be considered to be unauthorised . Such absence exceeded three 
days and hence he has violated order No. 24 (iv ) (e) of the Standing 
Orders. Such absence amounts to pursuance of a conduct against the 
interest of the Company and hence he has violated order 24 ( iv ) (o ) also : 
He has also violated order 24 (iv ) (y) by such absence . Next we come to 
the charges dealt with -in Ext. M -1 file . The charges sheet which was 
exhibit- I at the enquiry charge the workman with violation of order No.24 
( iv ) (e) and (o ) by frequent absence from duty after joining in Vellore 
Region : Order No. 24 (iv) (o ) is as follows: - 24 -Disciplinary Action 
for Misconduct: (iv) The following acts and omissions shall be treated 
as misconduct: ( o ) Pursuance of a conduct against the interest of the 
Company " . The workman joined duty at Vellore on 10-10-1974 . Hewas 
admittedly on leave from 11-10-1974 to 18-10-1974, from 25-11-1974 to 
30-11-1974 and from 16-12-1974 to 21-12-1974 . He was on duty from 
18-11-1974 to 24-11-1974 and from 6-12-1974 to 16-12-1974. He remained 
absent from 22-12-1974. The workman s case is that he had sent applie 
cations and telegrams requesting for leave for all the periods of absence 
but that no orders were passed and intimated to him . According to him , 
since Icave was not refused it must be taken to have been granted . As 
stated carlier there is no record to show that he had obtained prior per 
mission before availing of luave during the above periods . Sending of 
telegrams requesting for leave will not satisfy the requirements of the 
Standing Order No. 16 (a ) which states that a prescribed form should be 
used . It is therefore not proved that proper leare applications had been 
given by the workman . Even according to the workman his last leave 
application was for the period from 14-12-1974 to 31-12-1974 . Thereafier 
he remained absent without even applying for leave . There is no evidenca 
to prove that he was entitled to icave with pay for the above period of 
absence whether it be on leave granted or otherwis:. Hence the mis 
conducts charged bave been made out. 
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Though I have founů that the workman had committed the maisa 
conducts a leged against him , the order dismissing him has to be set aside for 
the reasons alrcady expla ned earlier . I do so . 

Print No. 2 : The order of dismissal is set aside on a technical ground . 
The workman was a person whose duties involved the custody of valuable 
stores . His conduct justifies the contetnion of the management that they 
have lost confidence in him . I am therefore of opinion , that he should not 
be given the relief of reinstatement. He can be awarded compensation in 
lieu of reinstatement. 

The workman had only about 4 years service. Hewas appointed on 
a pay ofRs. 180p.m. He had chosen to remain absent without even 
applying for leave after 31-12-1974 . In these circumstances I feel that a 
Compensation of Rs. 5,000 is sufficient. 

In the result, I pass an award setting aside the dismissal order of the 
porter and directing the management to pay him a sum of Rs. 3,000 . 
(Rs. Three thousand only) as compensation in licu of the reinstatement. No 
costs . 

This award will come into force after expiry of one month from the 
date of publication of this award in the Kerala Government Gazette .

(3) , The Custodian.or Custodians so appointed shall receive from the 
funds of the undertakings of the Company such remuneration as the Central 
Government may fix and hold office during the pleasure of the Central 
Government. 

11. Duty of persons in charge of management of undertakings of the company 
to deliver all assets , etc.- (1). On the vesting of the management of the under 
takings of the company in an existing, or a new , Government company or 
on the appointment of a Custodian or Custodians, all persons in charge of 
the management of the undertakings of the Company immediately before 
such vesting or appointment shall be bound to deliver to such Government

tions as to the manner in which the management of the undertaking of the 
Company shall te conducted or in relation to any other matter arising in

( 3). Any person , who on the appointed day as in his possession or 
under his control any boks documents or other papers relating to the 
und rtakings of the Company which have vested in the CentralGovernm - nt 
or in any existing , or n :,Governm.nt company , and which belong to the 
Company, or would have so belonged if the u dertakings of the Company 
had not vested in the Central Government or the existing , or new , Govern 
ment company, sha l be liable to account for the aid boks, d. cuments or 
other papers to the Central Gyven nent or existing, or w , Government 
co.npany, as the case may b , and shall deliver th :m up to the Central 
Goverment or th : existing , or new , Governm :nt company or to such per on 
as th Central Government or such Government company may specify in 
this beha f . 

(4 ) The Central Government or the existing , or new , Government 
company may take , or cause to be take:1, all necessary steps for securing 
possession of all undertakings which have vested in the Central Government 
or th : existing, or new , Government company under this Act. 

(5) The Company shall , within such period as the Central Govern 
ment may allow in this behalf, furnish to that Government a comp ete 
inventory of all its properties and assests, as on the appointed day, pertain 
ing to the undertakings which have vested in the CentralGvern vent undir 
scction 3, and, for this purpose, the Central Government or the existing , or 
new , Government company shall afford to the Company all reasonable 
facilities . 

12. Accounts to be rendered by the Company or any other person .- (!) Where 
in pursuance of any decr e, order or injunction of any cust or otherwise

prevent d from taking over the managem :nt of any part of the undertaking

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control of such part, shall, in relation to this period comm -acing on the 
date of such taking over and ending on the date on which such part was or 
is handed over to the authorised persons or, as the case may be, ih : Central 
Goverment or the existing, .or new , Goveriment company, render, within 
a period of sixtv days from ihe appointed day or where such part vas so

(2 ) If, on examin’tion of the accounts referred to in sub- section (1 ) 
any incomeor other monies is or are found to have been derived by the 
Company or any other per:01 fr m such undertak ngs ur a: y part thercof 
during the period referred to in that sub-section , or any otherminies are 
found to be payable to the Company , such incomeor other m nies shall 
b recoverable by the Central Governme:it or the existing , or, new , Govern 
mint company from the Company or such other person as the cas : may be, 
and from the amount pay ble und -r this Act to the Company and the debt 
due o the Central Government or the exis :i g, or new , Government 
company, as the case may b ., on this account shall rank as an unsc , ured 
debt. 

(3) If no account is rendered by the Company or such other person in 
respect of the undertakings or any part thereof w thin the period referred to 
in sub -seci 0:2 (1) or if the Cntral Gov rament or the ex s in , or new , 
Government company. as the case may be, has any reason to belive that the 
a count rendered by the C mpany or such ( ther person is incorrect or 
false in any ma eri. I particular, le CentralGov rnment cr exis ing , or ni w . 
Gov :roment com ny, as the case may be, myrefer the matter to the 
Commissioner and thereupon the Commissioner shall de ermine the income

13 . Accounts and audit. - The Custodian or Custodians of the under 
takings of the Company shall maintain an account of the undertakings of 
the Company in such form and manner and under such conditions as may 
be prescribed and the provisions of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ), A 
shall apply to the audit of the account so maintained as they apply to the 
audit of the accounts of a company.

PROVISIONS RELATING TO THE EMPLOYEES OF THE COMPANY 
14. Employment of certain employees to continue.- (1) Every person who 
has been , immediately before the appointed day , employed in any of the 
undertakings of the Company shall become - 

(a) on and from the appointed day, an employee of the Central 
Government; and 

(b ) where the undertakings of the Company are directed , under 
sub- section (1) of section 6 , to vest in an existing Government company , 
or are transferred by virtue of the provisions of section 7, to a new 
Government company, an employee of such Government company on 

and from the date of such vesting or transfer, 
and shall hold office or service under the Central Government or the exist 
ing, or new , Government company, as the case may be, with the same 
rights and privileges as to pension , gratuity and other matters as would have 
been admissible to him if there had been no such vesting or transfer and 
shall continue to do so unless and until his employment under the Central 
Government or the existing , or new , Government company, as 

the case 
may be, is duly terminated or until his remuncration and other conditions . 
of scrvice are duly altered by the Central Government or the existing, or 
new , Government company , as the case may be. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 ( 14 of 1947 ), or in any other law for the time being in force, the te 
transfer of the services of any officer or other person employed in the under 
takings of the Company to the Central Government or the existing , or new , ** 
Government company, as the case may le, shall not entitle ich officer or 
other employee to any compensation under this Act or under any other law 
for the time being in force and no such claim shall be entertained by any 
conrt, tribunal or other authority . 

15. Provident furd and other funds.- (1) . Where the Company has 
established a provident fund, superannuation fund, welfare fund or other 
fund for the benefit of lhe persons croployed in the undertakings of the 
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Company, the monies relatable to the cmployees, whose services have 
become transferred by or under this Act to the Central Governinent or the 
existing, or new , Government company, as the case may be, shall , out of 
the monies standing , on the appointed day , to the credit of such provident, 
superannuation , welfare or other fund, stand transferred to , and shall vest 
in , the Central Government or the existing , or new , Government company, 
as the case may be. 

( 2 ) The monies which stand transferred under sub -section ( 1) to the 
Central Government or the existing , or new , Government company, as the 
case may be , shall be dealt with by that Government or the existing , or 
new , Government company in such manner asmay be prescribed . 
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CHAPTER VI 


COMMISSIONER OF PAYMENTS 


16. Appointment of Commissioner of Payments.- (1) The CentralGovern 
ment shall, for the purpose of disbursing the amounts payable under 
sections 8 and 9, by notification , appoint a Commissioner of Payments. 

( 2) The Central Government may appoint such other persons as it 
may think fit to assist the Commissioner and thereupon the Comin : ssioner 
may authorise one or more of such persons also to exercise all or any of the 
powers exercisable by him under this Act and different persons may be 
authorised to exercise different powers. 

(3) Any person authorised by the Commissioner to exercise any of the 
powers exercisable by the Commissioner may exercise those powers in the 
same manner and with the same effect as if ihey have been conferred on 
that person directly by this Act and not by way of authorisation . 

(4 ) The salaries and allowances of the Commissioner and other 
persons ap - ointed under this section shall be defrayed out of the Consoli 
dated Fund of India . 

17. Payment by Central Government to the Commissioner.- ( 1) The 
Central Government shall, within thirty days from the specified date , pay, 
in cash , to the Commissioner, for payment to the company 

(a ) an amount equal to the amount specified in section 8; and 

(b ) an amount equal to the amounts payable to the Company 
under section 9 . 

(2) A deposit account shall be opened by the Central Government in 
favour of the Commissioner, in the Public Account of India , and every 
amount paid under this Act to the Commissioner shall be deposited by him 
to the credit of the said deposit account and the said deposit account 
shall be operated by the Commissioner.

( 3) Interest accruing on the amounts standing to the credit of the 
deposit account referred to in sub -section ( ) shall enure to the said 
account . 

18. Certain pizors of CentralGwernment or exiiting, or new , Government 
company. ( 1) The Central Governinent or the existing, or new , Guvern . 
ment company, as the rase mly le, hall be en - itled to receive up to the 
specified dute, to the exclsion of all o her persons, any money due to the 
Company, in relation to its un lertaking which h ve vested in the Central 
Gov :rament or the existing , or new , Gvernment comp ny, as the case 
may be, and realis :d aft :r the appointed day, notwihstanding that the 
realisat on pertains to a period prior to the app ,inted day . 

( 2) The Central Governinent or the existing , or new , Government 
company , as th : ca e may be, may make a cliin to the Commissioner with 
reg ir to every pi ment made by It alter the appointed day for discharging 
any liability of the Company, in relation to any period prior to the 1st day 
o April, 197 ); anlevery such cl im hall have priority in accordance with 
the pri rities attaching, under this Ac., to the initier in realation to which 
such liability has been di-charged by the Central Government or the 
existing, or new , Government company, as the case may be. 

( ) Save as otherwise provided in his Art, the liab :lities of the 
Cum vany in respect of any transaction prior to the 1st day of April, 1979 , 
which hiveatbeen discharged un or before the spoc fied date, shall be 
the liabili.ics of the Company. 

19 . Claims to be made to the Commissioner. -Every person having a claim 
against the Company shall prefer such cain before the Commissioner 
within thirty days from the specified dite : 

Proviled that if the Conm ssioner is sat s ied that the claimant was 
prevented by sıffice it clise from peeferring the claim wi- hin the said 
poriod of thirty days, h : may entertain the claim within a further porivd 
oftlurty days and not thercafc:r . 

20. Priority of claims.- The claims arising o it of th : matters specified 
in the Schedule shall hive priorities in accordance with the following 
principles: 

(a ) Categ Tv I sha l have rreccdenre over all other categories 
and Category Il shall have pr .cedence uver I ategory II , and so on ; 

(b ) the claims specified in each of the categories shall rank 
equally and bop d in full, but if the am int is in fficient meet 
such claims n fu l , they shall abate in equal proportions and be paid 
accordingly; 

(c ) the question of discharging any liability with regard to a 
matter specified in a lower category shall arise only if a surplus is left 
after meeting all tle liabilitiis specited in the immediately higher 
category .

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21. Examination of claims.- (1 ) On receipt of the claimsmade under 
section 19 , the Commissioner shail arrange the claims in the order of 
priorities specified in the Schedule and examine the s.me in accordance 
with such order of pr.orities. 

(2 ) If, on examination of the claims, the Commissioner is of the 
opinion that the amount pa d to him under ih s Acr is not sufficient to 
meet the liabilities sp cihed in any lower category, he shallnot be required 
to ex.mine any claim in respect of such Lwer category . 

22. Admission or rejection of claims.- (1) After examining the claims 
with reference to the prior ties set out in th : Suh dule, th : Commissioner 
sh ll hx a dati on or befor which every claimant hal, file the proof of his 
claims, failing which he shall be cxcluded from the benefit of the disburs 
ments made by the Commission :r. 

(2 ) Not less than fourteen davs notice of the date so fixed shall be 
given by adver isement in such issue of any daily newspaper in the English 
language and in such issue of daily newspaper in su h regional languag : 
as the commissier may consider suitali e , and every suih notice shall 
call upon the claimant to file the proof..f his claun with the Comissioner 
within the time specified in the advertisemeat. 

(3 ) Every c aima:nt who fails to file the proof of his claim within the 
time specified by the C mmissiuner shall be excluded from the disburse 
ments made by the Commissioner, 

(1) The Commissioner shall, after such investigation as may, in his 
opinion , be necessary and after giving the Company an opportunity of 
refuting the claim and af er giving the claimant a reasonable opportunity 
of being heard , by order in wri.ing, admit or reject the claim in whole 
or in part. 

(i) The Commissioner shall have the power to regulate his own 
procedure in all matters arising out of the discharge of his functions, 
including the place or places at which he will hold his si tings and shall, 
for the purpose ofmaking any investigation under this Act, have the same 
powers as are vested in a civil court under the Code of Civil Procedure , 
1908 (5 of 1908),while trying a suit, in respect of the following matters , 
namely: 

(a ) the summoning and enforcing the a tendance of any winess 
and examining him on vath ; 

(b ) the discovery ant production of any ducument or other 
material bjccı pr ducible as evidence; 

( c) the receprion of evidence on affilavi.s; 

(d ) the issuing of any commissiun for tho cxamination of 
witncisco 
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(6 ) Any investigation before the Commissioner shall be deemed to be 
a judicial proceeding within the meaning of sections 193 and 228 of the 
Indian Penal Code (45 of 1860 ) and the Commissioner shall be deemed to 
be a civil court for the purposes of section 195 and Chapter XXVI of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (2 of 1974). 

(7) . A claimantwho is dissatisfied with the decision of the Com 
missioner may prefer an appeal against the decision to the principal civil 
court of original jurisdication within the local limits of whose jurisdiction 
the registered office of the Company is situated : 

Provided that where a person who is a Judge of a High Court is 
appointed to be the Commissioner, the appeal shall lie to the High Court 
at Calcutta and such appealshall be heard and disposed of by not less than 
two Judges of that High Court. 

23. Disbursement of money by Commissioner to claimants . After 
admitting a claim under this Act, the amount due in respect of such claim 
shall be paid by the Commissioner to the person or persons to whom such 
amount is due, and, on such payment, the liability of the Company in 
respect of such claim shall stand discharged . 


24. Disbursement of amounts to the Company and possession of certain 
machinery, equipment, etc.- (1) If, out of the monies paid to him in relation 
to the undertakings of the Company, there is a balance left after meeting 
the liabilities in accordance with the priorities specified in the Schedule, 
the Commissioner shall disburse such balance to the Company, 

(2) Where any machinery , equipment or other property has vested 
under this Act in the Central Government or the existing, or new , 
Government company ; as the case may be, but such machinery , equip 
ment or other property does not belong to the Company, it shall be 
lawful for the Central Government, or the existing, or new , Govern 
ment company, as the case may be, to continue to possess such 
machinery, equipment and other property on the same terms and condi 
tions under which they were possessed by the Company immediately 
before the appointed day . 

25. Undisbursed or unclaimed amount .to be deposited to the general revenue .. 
account.-- Any money paid to the Commissioner which remains undisbursed .. 
or unclaimed on the date immediately preceding the date on which the 
office of the Commissioner is finally wound up shall be transferred by the 
Commissioner to the general revenue account of the Central Government; 
but a claim to any money so transferred may be preferred to the Central 
Government by the persons entitled to such payment and shall be dealt 
with as if such transfer had not been made and the order, if any, for 
Payment ofthe claim being treated as an order for the refund of the 
revenue.

MISCELLANEOUS 
26. Act to have overriding effect. The provisions of this Act shall have 
effect notwithstanding anything inconsistent therewith contained in any 
other law for the time being in force or in any instrument having effectby 
virtue of any law other than this Act, or in any decree or order of any 
court, tribunal or other authority . 

27. Contracts to cease to have effect unless ratified by the Central Government 
or existing, or new , Government company.-- Every contract entered into by the 
Company in relation to its undertakings for any service, sale or supply , and 
in force immediately before the appointed day ,shall, on and from the expiry 
of one hundred and eighty days from that day , cease to have effect unless such 
contract is , before the expiry of the said period ; ratified in writing by the 
Central Government or , as the case may be, the existing , or new , 
Government company, and in ratifying such contract, the Central 
Government or , as the case may be, the existing , or new , Government 
company may make such alterations or modifications therein as it may 
think fit : 

Provided that the Central Government or, as the cese may be, the 
existing, or new , Government company shall not omit to ratify a 
contract and shall not make any alteration or modification therein 

(a) unless it is satisfied that such contract is unduly onerous 
or has been entered into in bad faith or is detrimental 

to the 
interests of the Central Government or, as the case may be, such 
Government company; and 

(b ) except after giving the parties to the contract a reason 
able opportunity of being heard and except after recording in 
writing its reasons for its refusal to ratify the contractor for 
making any alteration or modification therein . 
28 . Penalties.- A person who, 

(a ) having in his possession , custody, or control any property 
forming part of the undertakings of the Company, wrongfully 
withholds such property from the Central Government or the 
existing, or new , Government company, as the case may be, or any 
person or body of persons authorised by that Government or 
existing , or new ; Government company; or 

(b ) wrongfully obtains possession of , or retains, any property 
forming part of any undertaking of the Company or wilfully with 
holds or fails to furnish to the Central Government, or, as the case 
may be , the existing, or new , Government company or any person 
or body of persons authorised by that Government or Government 
company , any document relating to such undertakings which may

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be in his possession , custody or control or fails to deliver to the 
Central Government or, as the case may be , the existing , or new , 
Government company or any person or body of persons authorised 
by that Government or existing , or new , Government company, any

(c). wrongfully removes or destroys any property forming 
part of the undertakings of the Company or prefers any claim 
under this Act which he knows or has reasonable cause to 

believe to be false or grossly inaccurate ; 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
to two years, or with fine which may extend to ten thousand rupess, 
or with both 

29. Offences by companies.- (1) Where an offence under this Act has 
been committed by a company , every person who, at the time the offence 
was committed , was in charge of, and was responsible to, the company for 
the conduct of the business of the company, as well as company, sha 
be deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded 
against and punished accordingly: 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub - section shall render 
any such person liable to any punishment, if he proves that the offence 
was committed without his knowledge or that he had exercised all due 
diligance to prevent the commission of such offence. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (1), where 
any offence under this Act has been committed by a company and 
it is proved that the offence has been committed with the consent or 
connivance of, or is attributable to any neglect on the part of, any 
director, manager, secretary or other officer of the company, such 
director, manager, secretary or other officer shall be deemd to be 
guilty of that offence , and shall be liable to be proceeded against and 
punished accordingly . 
Explanation. For the purposes of this section : 

(a ) " company" means any body corporate and includes a firm 
or other association of individuals; and 

(b ) " director" , in relation to a firm ,mcans a partner in the firm . 
30. Protection of action taken in good faith .-- No suit , prosecution or 
other legal proceeding shall lic against the Central Government or any 
officer of that Government or the Custodian of the undertakings of the 
Company or the existing , or new , Government company or any officer or 
other prson authorised by that Government or existing , or new , Govern . 
ment company for anything which is in good faith done or intended to 
be done under this Act. 


.. 
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31. Delegation of powers (1) The Central Government may, by 
notification , direct that all or any of the powers exercisable by it under 
this Act, other than the power conferred by this section or section 32 or 
section 33, may also be exercised by such person or persons as may be 
specified in the notification . 

(2 ) Whenever any delegation of power is made under sub -section 
(1) , the person to whom such power has been delegated shall act 
under the direction , control and supervision of the CentralGovernment. 

32. Power to make rules.- (1) The Central Government may, by 
notification , make rules for carrying out the provisions of this Act. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power, such rules may provide for all or any of the following 
matters, namely : 

( a) the time within which , and the manner in which , an inti 
mation referred to in sub -section (3 ) of section 4 shall be given ; 

(b ) the form and the manner in which , and the conditions 
under which , the Custodians or Custodians shall maintain accounts as 
required by section 13; 

(c) the manner in which monies in any provident fund or other 
fund referred to in section 15 shall be dealt with ; 

(d )" any other matter which is required to be , or may be, 
prescribed . 

(3 ) Every rule made by the Central Government under this Act 
shall be laid , as soon as may be after it is made , before each House 
of Parliament, while it is in section , for a total poriod of thirty days 
which may be comprised in one section or in two or more SCCssive 
sessions, and if , before the expiry of the session immediately . following 
the session or the successive sessions aforesaid , both Hous- s agree 
making any modification in the rule or both Houses agree that the rule 
should not be made , the rule shall thereafter have eff ct only in such 
modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be; so , however, that 
any such modification of annulment shall be without prejudice to the 
validity of anything previously done under that rule. 

33. Power to remove difficulties: - If any difficulty arises in giving effect 
to the provisions of this Act, the Central Government may, by order, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, remove the difficulty : 

Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiry of a 
period of two years from the appolated day .

Under the existing provisions in the Kerala Prisons Rules and Sub Jail 
Rules interviews with the under trail prisoners taken into custody under the 
defence and internal security of India Rules 1971 were restricted to close 
relations of the prisoners. The above provision was introduced when the 
“ Emergency " was in vogue . But the " Emergency." is already over . So the 
said provisions have become redundant . 

According to existing provision in the Kerala Prisons Rules special 
remission of 15 days is granted to a prisoner donating blood on every such 
occasion over and above the maximum ceiling of 1/3 part of sentence as per 
the rules. The above benefit is applicable to all prisoners irrespective of the 
fact whether they are long termers or short termers . But the actual inten 
tion underlying the said rules is to grant specialremission to long termers i.e. 
those who are sentenced to 3 years and above and not to short term prisoners. 

Certain variations are noticed in the scale of supply of gingelly /coconut 
oil prescribed for male and female prisoners for bathing purposes both in the 
Kerala Prisons Rules and Kerala Sub Jail Rules .

Ms. Kunnathara Textiles Ltd., Modakkallur was remaining 
closed from August, 1981 due to financial difficulties. The working 
of the Mills for the last many years has resulted in heavy cash 
losses . Government have decided to invest sizeable working capital 
funds and to revive the unit. In order to prevent diversion of funds 
provided for the purpose, Government consider it expedient to 
declare the mill as a relief undertaking . The Notification is 
intended to achieve the purpose. 
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
